 Blow Sometimes Restores
Hearing after Rifle Report

Question — Three years ago
a rifle report caused the hear
ing of my left ear to become |
loud and distorted. I am wear-
ing a hearing aid but it doesn’t
help me very much. I've dis-
covered that sometime a blow
on the affected ear will tem.
porarily restore normal hear-
ing. Can the panel offer any
advice? —H.J. y

Answer — Hearing affected
by loud noise usually is due
to damage to the organ of Corti
—a part of the nerve elements
of the ear. At the present time
there is no treatment for this
condition, and, we must add,|
many medical experts feel that

in all probability there never
will be.

The panel, however, in not-
ing the fact that a blow to the |
affected ear temporarity re-
stores normal hearing, feels
that perhaps in your case the
damage may have been done
to the middle ear rather than
to the nerve element. If this is
true, then there is hope that
an operative procedure may
correct the distortion,

Although such an operation
cannot be advised at this time,
the panel would like you to
know that great progress is
being made in the field of ear
surgery and that there is every
